halaenopsis (moth orchids) are one of the world’s most popular flow- 

ering pot plants. The pure white strains are unsurpassed as the ultimate 
flower of choice for wedding bouquets. There has been a recent surge of 
interest in these monopodial orchids with many orchid growers but espe- 
cially with the flower-loving public. They have become more accessible 
with blooming plants available at reasonable prices at their local nursery 
or even larger supermarket chains. Whilst they have essentially been mar- 
keted as “disposable” pot plants, most gardeners can’t bear the thought of 
dumping the plant after blooming and will try their hardest to get their 
“potted colour” to flower again. In this issue, master grower and nursery- 
man Gordon Giles gives us some insight to their successful cultivation 
with some excellent tips on getting the most out of these plants. 

The Orchid Societies Council of Victoria (OSCOYV) do a sterling job in 
promoting orchids in the southern state. They introduced the annual 
“Orchids of Victoria” competition back in 1992 and it has been an out- 
standing success. Many enthusiasts, from experienced growers to relative 
novices have been recipients that attract nominations from throughout 
Victoria (and I think the majority of prizes over the years have been won 
by country growers). The results of the judging for 2007 is presented in 
this issue, and the AOR is proud to promote this initiative in the magazine. 
Thanks to Brian Milligan who again has provided the commentary and 
also to Stephen Early who collated and provided many of the photographs. 

Timothy Choltco makes his debut writing for the AOR about an 
albino form of the Indonesian species Trichoglottis pusilla. Alan Hope 
also writes about a couple of Bifrenaria species, plus the primary hybrid 
between them. 

I was most saddened to learn of the passing on 14 January 2008 of Colin 
Hamilton from Rockhampton, Queensland. Colin was always a strong 
promoter of orchids both in Australia and overseas and was best known in 
orchid circles for the outstanding job he did as Editor of Orchids Australia 
(1995-1999) and as the Publications Director for the Australian Orchid 
Council for many years. He was the main person responsible for the launch 
and maintenance of the AOC website. I kept in regular contact with Colin 
over the years and he gave me quite a bit of valued advice when I first 
became Editor of the AOR. To which I was most grateful. We would often 
catch up at orchid events around the country or occasionally overseas. His 
is a huge loss for the Australian orchid community and the AOC will find 
his shoes very difficult to fill. In the same month, the orchid world was 
dealt another blow with the passing of Greg Hunt, the Past President of the 
North Shore Orchid Society (one of the largest orchid groups in NSW). 
Our sincere sympathies go to the families and friends of both gentlemen. 

On a happier note, birthday greetings to Gerald McCraith who cele- 
brated his 99th birthday in February. As many know, Gerald has been the 
face of the Australian Orchid Foundation since its inception and we will 
have more about this in the next issue. |

Growing | 
_ Phalaenopsis

pproximately 45 years ago I decided 
to move to my present address at 23 
Vineys Lane Dural, in the Hills District of 
Sydney, NSW. Until that time I had been 
living at Carlingford. However due to the 
area being declared residential, I could not 
proceed with my idea to develop a modern 
greenhouse complex there. At that time a 
whole range of new systems of glasshouse 
construction and environmental controls 
were being developed, and I wanted to be 
part of these new exciting developments. 
I selected Dural for this venture. 
Research had shown that this would be the 
centre of the Nursery Industry for many 
years to come. The climate was good. The 
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area received the cooling affect of the 
nor’easter winds in the summer but 
avoided the cold of the Cumberland Plains 
in the winter. The first glasshouse built 
was designed to grow Phalaenopsis. Fully 
equipped with heating and cooling sys- 
tems the glasshouse temperature could be 
controlled to within 2 degrees Centigrade, 
heating at up to 24 degrees in winter. Two 
large evaporative coolers could affect an 
air change approximately every 4 minutes. 
Ceiling fans were added to achieve con- 
stant air movement. They were wired to 
run in reverse so that the air was sucked 
upwards and then spread downwards, thus 
avoiding any direct draft on the plants.

While 24 degrees may seem a high tem- 
perature today, it was useful at different 
times of the year, principally to control 
humidity and thus keep botrytis under con- 
trol. Oil at that time cost only 14 cents per 
gallon, which equates to just over 3 cents 
per litre. 

I had chosen Phalaenopsis as the main 
crop I wanted to grow, because at that time 
there was an unfilled demand for the flow- 
ers for use in wedding bouquets. They 
were being seen in many overseas maga- 
zines; however they were not readily avail- 
able in Sydney. The plants were readily 
available in flasks from the USA and that 
was where I obtained my stock. 
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After some experimentation I found that 
they grew best in a mixture of black tree- 
fern chunks, about 30mm in size and 
lumps of charcoal, both of which were 
freely available. The plants grew best in 
plastic saucers which were 250mm in 
diameter and about 50mm deep. I made 
4x30mm holes in the bottom of the saucers 
using a hot soldering iron. The saucers

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could not be drilled as they would shatter. 
The benches were made of corrugated 
fibro (asbestos) sheets, with the ends of the 
corrugations sealed to hold water. The 
benches rested on the heating pipes that sat 
on besser blocks so they were approx 
250mm above the floor. The benches 
could be flooded by a drip system at dusk, 
and with the heating system on the evapo-

ration of the water kept the humidity up 
and growth levels were at an optimum. It 
was not long before I had many very large 
plants. 

The flowers were cut higher up the 
stem, which quickly branched to produce 
more flowers. Very soon we were the 
major source of Phalaenopsis flowers in 
the Sydney Flower Market. White was the

main colour grown as the texture and last- 
ing qualities were superior, and anyway, 
we could dye white flowers to any colour 
the florists wanted, including green and 
blue. Indeed I once, for fun, dyed one spike 
green on a small plant and took it to an 
orchid meeting. The next thing I knew the 
judges had carted it off, and were going to 
give it an award. I saved some red faces by 
rescuing the plant. I really thought every- 
one knew there was no such thing as a 
grass-green Phalaenopsis. I have to admit 
though those dyes were good. 

As so often happens, times were a 
changing, and I decided that I no longer 
wanted to continue growing Phalaenopsis. 
At the time there was a huge boom taking 
place with indoor foliage plants, so I 
started another nursery in Quarry Road 
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devoted to this new industry. It was at this 
time that Keith Wallace became part of the 
organisation and we converted the Vineys 
Lane nursery into a fern nursery, another 
booming industry. We continued to expand 
the Vineys Lane growing area till we had 
an acre of heated glasshouses. 

After a number of successful years at 
Quarry Road I sold it and decided to ease 
off a bit and take a more active part at 
Vineys Lane. The nursery here operated 
under the name of Keith Wallace Pty. Ltd. 

Things were going nicely, especially for 
someone who was happy to work just four 
days a week, until the NSW Government 
brought in the present water restrictions 
due to the prolonged dry period. Suddenly 
the nursery trade was thrown into turmoil. 
Nurseries were closing left, right and cen- 


tre. We knew we had to have a very close 
look at what we were doing. We did a com- 
plete reorganisation of the lines we were 
growing and deleted some while adding 
other more suitable varieties. As one of our 
glasshouses had been used to grow 
Phalaenopsis, and as there was a large 
unfilled demand for them as flowering 
plants, we decided to convert that house to 
their culture. 

We had decided that while there was a 
good market for flowers, we decided not to 
go there as you needed the flexibility of 
either oil or gas to control the botrytis spot- 
ting that is the curse of white Phalaenopsis 
flowers. 

We are now heating with coal, using a 
modern boiler that we imported from New 
Zealand. While it is very economical to 
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run it is more difficult to get exact temper- 
ature controls, so we decided to grow for 
the pot plant trade. There are so many dif- 
ferent colours to choose from and varieties 
that seem to be much more resistant to 
spotting. White is still a popular colour and 
these are grown trouble-free in winter 
while the heating system is operational. 

The place to buy Phalaenopsis in flasks 
now is Taiwan. With the help of another 
nursery, who had contacts there, we 
imported our first batch in 2003. 

As we still had black tree-fern 
(Cyathea) available, we put this through 
the hammer mill then added a little granu- 
lated styrene. The plants grew OK but 
nothing special. We had by this time good 
numbers of plants so we carried out a 
range of experiments using different grow- 
ing mediums in a number of different com- 
binations. The problem with the tree-fern 
was that it did not retain enough moisture 
and we knew we could do better. 

The mixture that gave the best results 
was a combination of coarse perlite, peat 
moss and granulated styrene foam. We 
found that this mix drained freely but 
retained moisture. The plants loved it, and 
when grown in a home situation, where 
90% or more end up, the owner had no

trouble looking after their purchase. In fact 
the plants did so well that the flowers 
lasted up to 5 months, which is extraordi- 
nary value for an indoor flowering plant. 

Now we come to the important part: 
how does the amateur collector make their 
plants thrive. The biggest problem will be 
heat. Possibly the cheapest form of heat 
today is reverse-cycle air-conditioning. If 
the capital cost is too great, perhaps an 
electric fan heater is the go. If gas is used 
great care must be taken to avoid any 
exhaust gases entering the house, as 
Phalaenopsis are particularly sensitive to 
this. If possible an absolute minimum tem- 
perature of 16 degrees C should be main- 
tained. Should the temperature fall below 
this on an extremely cold night, this should 
not be a problem, as long as it only occa- 
sionally. 

For a growing medium we suggest a 
mix of say 4 parts super coarse perlite, 3 
parts granulated coarse styrene foam, and 
1 to 1.5 parts sphagnum peat moss. Again 
coarse is best. Ground limestone at the rate 
of 10gm per litre must be added to the mix- 
ture. As it is a very light mix we use river 
pebbles of about 30 to 40mm in the bottom 
of the pots for stability. 

The above mix can and should be varied 


to suit each individual’s environment. The 
plants should only be watered when they 
are just moist. The intervals will vary 
greatly according to the weather and tem- 
perature. Quite often watering is required 
more often in the winter when the heating 
is on, than in summer when it is humid. 
Experience and keen observation is the 
answer. Air movement should be constant; 
a small fan is an easy answer. In the 
warmer months allow plenty of ventila- 
tion. All plants love fresh air and 
Phalaenopsis are no exception. 

Possibly the most contentious question 
of all is that of fertilisers. We use Aquasol

and have for many years. People who 
have visited the nursery, I think will 
admit, agree the results are good. I am 
sure that there are other fertilisers that are 
as good or possibly better; however we 
know how to work with it. One of the 
great furphy’s about fertilisers is this busi- 
ness of using different ones at different 
times of the year. Now I am sure that this 
could and indeed should work however 
there are two questions I have asked of 
people who promote a particular fertiliser 
and have never received an answer. The 
questions are: 1 ‘What should be the cor- 
rect chemical make-up of the plant at any 


particular time’? And 2 ‘What is the 
chemical make-up of the plant at that 
time’. The answer I receive to both ques- 
tions is; “I don’t know”. I believe under 
those circumstances it is not possible to 
say that the plant needs a particular nutri- 
ent or fertiliser, unless it is laboratory 
tested for soil and leaf analysis. I know 
that where leaf analysis is available in 
large organisations, better results are def- 
initely achieved, but for most of us the 
best method is to choose a balanced fer- 
tiliser. Stick to the manufacturer’s recom- 
mendations, watch the growth of the 
plants, and adjust this as necessary. Above

all be regular. We fertilise every week in 
the strong growth periods and fortnightly 
in the lesser growing times. Phalaenopsis 
are in constant growth, so check the root 
tips often as there is no food in the grow- 
ing medium and the plants don’t like to go 
hungry. 

When taking plants from the flask, 
December is the best time. There is good 
light which is important, and the tempera- 
ture is to their liking. The plants will be 
well established before winter and ready 
to plant into single pots the following 
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spring. We always plant into seedling 
trays and use the same mix as for adult 
plants. 

Phalaenopsis are relatively easy to 
grow if the right conditions are provided. 
They grow quickly and flowering can be 
expected in 18 months from the flask. As 
the flowering plants get larger, cutting the 
old flowers off at the highest node will 
encourage further flowering, thus making 
it possible to have flowers all year. If you 
want to try growing them inside your 
house, be prepared to buy well established 


healthy plants. Provided they are given 
plenty of light, not direct sun, there is no 
reason you should be unsuccessful. It is 
worth a try. Whichever way you go, I can 
assure you that you will be well rewarded 
by this special plant.

A short biography 

Lois and I grew up in Melbourne 
before moving to North West Victoria. 
Our home is Kangaroo Lake, since 
1962, which is a large lake in the Kerang 
Lakes district from which we pump 
water from to use for our stone fruits, 
garden and the orchid collection. 
Although the water is plentiful it has its 
problems with salinity and algae. 

We have three children and five 
grandchildren. We have been fruit 
growers since 1962 starting with citrus 
and table grapes and eventually stone 
fruits. We started growing orchids in 
1996 when we joined the MMOC. 

Our summers are very hot, up to 44°C 
during the day with nights ranging from 
12°C to 30°C. The summer humidity is 
very low 10-20% being very common. 

In winter we suffer with frosts, with 
temperatures down to —4°C, with our 
lowest recorded at —6°C. It is not 
uncommon to have 30-40 frosts during 
winter. Our normal winter’s days rang- 
ing between 12 and 15°C. 

We have an annual rainfall average 
of 10 tol2 inches per annum, although 
the last few years it has been as low 
as 8 inches. 

We grow and enjoy many genera of 
orchids with a preference for cattleyas, 
oncidiums and dendrobiums. Our catt-

leyas are housed in a tunnel type house, 
fully covered with Solar weave and 50 
percent white shade cloth. For the 
cooler months small heaters are 
installed to try and maintain a minimum 
of 5°C. 

Our plants are watered by hand as 
required and also from overhead sprin- 
kles in the warmer months to help main- 
tain humidity. The plants are fertilised 
at half strength weekly with a balanced 
mix with high potassium. 

In the past our potting media has been 
medium pine bark but we are gradually 
changing over to coco coir with perlite, 
which seems to be working well. 


Preparing the plants for shows 

A selection of possible flowers is 
made when the flowers are emerging 
from the sheath. These are put into an 
area well away from the overhead 
watering system and facing the light 
source where they can be trained and 
groomed. 

At show time the leaves and flowers 
are protected with bubble wrap and 
foam sheet for the 350 km trip to the 
show. 

Receiving only the third

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he Orchid Societies Council of 

Victoria (OSCOV) introduced the 
annual Victorian Orchids of the Year com- 
petition in 1992. Photographs of all 
orchids that have received OSCOV awards 
in the current year are considered, together 
with any others submitted by Victorian 
growers. Success in this competition relies 
not only on growing an orchid of award 
quality but also on taking photographs of a 
similar standard. As a consequence, those 
orchids with the highest awards do not 
necessarily win this competition. Eighty 
OSCOV awards were granted in 2007 
(One First Class Certificate, eleven 
Awards of Merit, forty-seven Highly 
Commended Certificates, five Awards of 


Distinction, twelve Cultural Certificates 
and four Certificates of Botanical Merit). 
The OSCOV Judging Panel met in 
February 2008, first to select the winners 
in the various categories and then to decide 
the overall winner. Digital photographs, 
rather than transparencies, were used for 
the first time. The results of the Judges’ 
adjudications are as follows: 

The Victorian Orchid of the Year for 
2007 (sponsored by OSCOV) was 
Cymbidium Kimberley Splash “Tee Pee’ 
AM-CC/OSCOV, grown by Terry Poulton 
of Knoxfield, an eastern suburb of 
Melbourne. This striking (small standard) 
cymbidium hybrid was also the Victorian 
Cymbidium Hybrid of the Year (spon- 


sored by the Cymbidium Orchid Society 
of Victoria), Victorian Seedling of the 
Year (sponsored by Atlantis Orchids as 
the Harold and Florence Coker Award) 
and Victorian Award of Distinction of 
the Year (sponsored by Melbourne 
Western Orchid Society). Terry will 
receive OSCOV Gold, Silver and Bronze 
(2) Medallions, together with two large 
framed photographs of his orchid. He 
recently received the Australian 
Cymbidium Society’s prestigious Sage 
Horticultural Cymbidium Seedling of the 
Year award for the same orchid. Its photo- 
graph was featured on the cover of the 
February/March 2008 issue of the AOR.

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Camperdown will receive the OSCOV- 
sponsored Gunter Haar Memorial Trophy 
(a large framed photograph of their orchid 
and an OSCOV medallion) for winning 
the Victorian Cultural Certificate of the 
Year with their specimen of the miniature 
Brazilian species Ornithophora radicans 
CC/OSCOV. All trophies will be pre- 
sented at a dinner to be held in conjunction 
with the OSCOV Show at Collectors’ 
Corner in August. The winners of all other 
categories will receive smaller framed 
photographic prints of their orchids and 
OSCOV medallions at this dinner. 

The Victorian Native Orchid Species 
of the Year (sponsored by the Yarra Valley 
Orchid Society) was Sarcochilus hartman- 


nii ‘John’ HCC/OSCOV, grown by Anne 
Murphy and Keith Moss of Frankston 
South. Dendrobium Australian Goldrush 
‘Hulk’ AM/OSCOV, grown by Chris Pegg 
of Traralgon (eastern Victoria), was 
Victorian Native Orchid Hybrid of the 
Year (sponsored by the Mornington 
Peninsula Orchid Society). Last year Chris 
won the Victorian Award of Quality of the 
Year category with a group of Dendrobium 
Australian Goldrush seedlings, presum- 
ably siblings of this year’s winning entry.

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in northern Victoria. Victorian 
Paphiopedilum Species of the Year 
(sponsored by the Stawell Orchid Society) 
was Paphiopedilum fairrieanum 
‘Murrann’ HCC/OSCOV, grown by 
Murray and Ann Coverdale of Cobden. 
Paradisia Orchids of Narre Warren won 
the Victorian Other Species Orchid of 
the Year category (sponsored by the 
Orchid Species Society of Victoria) with a 
marvellous specimen plant of Cymbidium 
floribundum ‘Red’ AM-CC/OSCOV. 
Former OSCOV President Barry Larkin 
and his wife Marilyn of Cranbourne South 
won the Victorian Paphiopedilum 
Hybrid of the Year category (sponsored 
by the Ballarat Orchid Society) with 
Paphiopedilum Jim Mackinney 
‘Spectacular’ HCC/OSCOV. Once again

The albino form of a popular species 


YAS is a genus of varied floral 
and vegetative habit. Trichoglottis 
pusilla, one of the most delightful mem- 
bers of this varied genus, is widely culti- 
vated, and is prized for its miniature 
stature, ease of culture, and relatively large 
flowers. This paper will review the rela- 
tively simple taxonomic history of this 
species, and in addition, describe a new 
colour form. 

Based on a plant collected from the 
island of Java, Vanda pusilla was 
described in 1853 by Teijsmann and 
Binnendijk. Reichenbach transferred this 
species to the genus Trichoglottis in 1856, 
and in 1857 published a more formal trans- 
fer with an expanded description. On the 
basis of plants collected from Sumatra, in 


1883 Reichenbach also described 
Trichoglottis  cochlearis. | However, 
Comber (2001) lists Trichoglottis 


cochlearis as a synonym of Trichoglottis 
pusilla. | have not seen the type specimen 
of Trichoglottis cochlearis, but J. J. Smith 
published an excellent drawing of this 
species. Based upon this drawing and 
Comber’s opinion I have no hesitation in 
including Trichoglottis cochlearis as a 
later synonym of Trichoglottis pusilla. 

Trichoglottis pusilla is characterised by 
its white to cream coloured sepals and 
petals variously marked with a few thin 
transverse purple stripes. The short basal 
side lobes of the labellum are white 
marked with the same purple colouration. 
The labellum apex is light yellow to yel- 
low-green. This species is known for its 
lack of variation and is very consistent in 
form and colouration. Variation seen in 
this species is limited to the shade of the 
labellum coloration and the shade and 
number of the stipes in the sepals and 
petals. 

While researching the genus 
Trichoglottis, 1 came across a photograph 
of plant labelled Trichoglottis picta on the 
website of the Ottawa Orchid Society. 
Trichoglottis picta, to the best of my 
knowledge is an unpublished name, so I 
took a closer look at the photograph, and it 
turned out to be a specimen of 
Trichoglottis pusilla. However, I noticed 
that all the flowers lacked the typical pur- 
ple coloration. The photograph was cred- 
ited to David Cooper and the plant was 
grown and bloomed by Helgi Fatovic. I 
decided to contact the web page designer 
for more information concerning this 
plant. David Cooper returned my e-mail 
and put me in contact with Helgi Fatovic. 
Mrs. Fatovic mentioned that this plant was

purchased from J & L Orchids in 
Connecticut. After subsequent correspon- 
dence, Mrs. Fatovic sent me a flower of 
this new colour form, preserved in alcohol. 
It now resides at the Pennsylvania State 
University Herbarium. After examination 
of the flower I conclude that this plant, 
originally illustrated as Trichoglottis picta, 
is in fact Trichoglottis pusilla. Upon fur- 
ther research I realised that this form was 
never formally described, and it is my 


pleasure to name the new colour form in 
her honour.

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Judging Orchid Shows 


by Gordon Giles 


recently wrote an article for the AOR on 

the subject of the correct staking of 
orchids being presented for judging. The 
number of people who contacted me 
agreeing with my reasoning amazed me. 
The question so often then asked was; 
“What is going to be done about it?” 
Unfortunately all I could suggest was to 
take it up with their various State and 
Regional (or National) Registrars. 

There is another question that the regis- 
trars might like to consider at the same 
time, and that is the judging of ‘Champion 
of the Show’. This used to be the flower 
that was nearest to the standard of perfec-

tion as envisaged for that genus. This 
seems to no longer be the case. Today so 
often the Champion is something that is 
rare, uncommon or just different. I have 
queried this on occasion and am told; 
“Things are different now.” I ask, “Who 
made the decision to change?”’. 

I go to the Sydney Royal Easter Show 
from time to time to watch the cattle judg- 
ing. I try myself out. Let me say orchids 
are far easier to judge than cattle. The best 
cattle are so close to one another that 
minute differences are all that separates 
the best. Now my favorite breed is the 
Scottish Longhair. They really appeal to 
me because of their long golden hair and 
large curved horns. However a Scottish 
Longhair will never be Champion of 
Show. They have not been bred to the 
standard of excellence of say the 
Hereford. This search for excellence 
is seen in all aspects of judging, 
except it would seem, for orchids. 
Now there is a way out of this situa- 
tion. Many years ago I was involved 
in the exhibiting and judging of 
dahlias. There was a Dahlia cultivar 
called ‘Mrs. Jack Robertson’. If it 
was shown, and it regularly was, it 


would win its class and Champion Flower. 
Many Show Schedules had a clause that 
said: Champion other than ‘Mrs. Jack 
Robertson’. The Cymbidium Club of New 
South Wales has a similar clause in their 
Annual Show schedule that says: The 
Champion of the Show Must be a 
Cymbidium. Thus Show schedules could 
exclude any genus that the Society thought 
relevant. 

If Orchid Judges want to be treated 
with respect, they should ensure that the 
rules of Show Judging are clearly laid out 
and are followed to the letter. 

Now I know you can never please 
everybody, however there should be a 
clear explanation available to any query on 
any decision. The answer should not be 
simply “The Judge liked that flower”. Hi

Loddiges and its flowers could readily be 
mistaken for those of this genus. B. tyri- 
anthina is reportedly found growing as an 
epiphyte on trees in the cooler mountains 
of Rio de Janeiro, Espirito Santo and Sao 
Paulo in southern Brazil, and as a litho- 
phyte on rocky outcrops in Minas Gerais. 
These regions experience cool, intermedi- 
ate conditions with a pronounced dry sea- 
son, characteristics that define the condi- 
tions needed for its successful culture. 
The pseudobulbs of B. tyrianthina are 
four-angled (tetragonal) with a single 
large, tough leaf 30 cm long and 8-10 cm 
wide. The pseudobulbs, which are about 
10 cm tall, tend to cluster together with the 
flower scapes emerging from the base of 


Bifrenaria Outland 
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the bulb, sometimes with multiple scapes 
per bulb. Flowering in early summer, each 
scape usually carries two to three attractive 
violet-purple, long lasting blooms of 
medium size. 

Cultivation of B. tyrianthina requires 
either a pot or a basket, with a free-drain- 
ing, coarse bark potting mixture. B. tyri- 
anthina can also be grown on a mount; 
however it is more difficult to provide suf- 
ficient water during summer when the 
pseudobulbs are developing. Cool to inter- 
mediate conditions are adequate and a cool 
glasshouse or enclosed area helps to main- 
tain humidity, especially in summer. Like 
others of the genus, B. tyrianthina attracts 
scale insects and the leaves should be 
inspected regularly for this pest. While B. 
tyrianthina is tolerant of wide temperature 
variations, good bright light throughout 
the year and a winter rest appear to be the 
keys to successful flowering of this 
species. 

David Banks (Editor of the Australian 
Orchid Review) registered the hybrid 
between Bifrenaria harrisoniae and B. 
tyrianthina as Bifrenaria Outland in 
1992. My plant of B. Outland is grown in 
a 25 cm hanging basket in a cool 
glasshouse. It is a strong grower and pro- 
duces attractive translucent pink to purple 
flowers in early summer. In my experi- 
ence, it seems to be easier to flower than 
either of its parents. |

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CULTURAL NOTES 


Australian Natives 


Late autumn is a busy time on the native 
orchid scene. There are quite a lot of species 
and hybrids in bloom now and some shows 
where you can see them. Along with the bold 
and showy D. bigibbum and its relatives there 
are a number of diminutive species such as 
Bulbophyllum schillerianum, B. exiguum, 
Dendrobium schneiderae and the smelly 
Liparis species also in bloom. These might 
not have the attention-grabbing characteris- 
tics of the larger blooms but they are very 
beautiful and well worth a close look if you 
get the chance. They show the amazing vari- 
ety of Australian native orchids. 

These months also see the first blooms of 
terrestrial species such as Corybas, Acianthus 
and Pterostylis for the year. These extraordi- 
nary natives are a field of interest in them- 
selves and are often overlooked by growers as 
they have very different requirements to the 
natives of epiphytic origin. Give them a try if 
you are looking for something out of the ordi- 
nary. Some species are quite easy to grow and 
maintain from year to year and many have 
been in cultivation for decades. Get advice 
from experienced growers before purchasing 
tubers. 

At home it is time to get ready for winter. 
Growing orchids, or any plants, is a matter of 
knowing your local conditions and what to 
expect in the way of temperature range, frost 
and wind. You also need to know something

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about the conditions where the parents of 
your natives originated. This is becoming less 
important as the hybrids develop, but you still 
need to know the minimum they need to sur- 
vive and be sure your housing offers this and 
some as you want them not to merely survive 
but to thrive. Note also that some natives need 
to be exposed to a minimum temperature 
before they will bloom. Dendrobium fal- 
corostrum is an example. 

Sealed housing and heating will be neces- 
sary for growers in some areas to keep even 
cool growing plants alive while those on the 
coast can get away with some plants of tropi- 
cal origin and no heating at all. Heated houses 
should have been thoroughly checked by now 
and damaged panels and vents that don’t seal 
fixed. Be sure the heater is working. Tubs of 
water will help maintain humidity levels 
appropriate for the plants you grow as heaters 
dry the air. It is also a great way to store water 
and create a heat bank to reduce heating costs. 
Winter sun will heat the house and reduce 
heating bills but be sure plants aren’t going to 
get scorched, particularly under clear glass. 
The amount of heating you need depends 
entirely on what plants you grow and where 
you live. 

Continue the cleaning of the growing area 
and plants. Watch as the racemes of spring 
blooming plants develop and make sure they 
don’t get tangled in leaves and things. 
Remove all dead leaves and pseudobulbs 
from plants now but don’t remove pseudob- 
ulbs just because they are leafless. Check to 
see that they have dried out first as many 
natives continue to bloom from leafless 
growths. Dendrobium gracilicaule is a good 
example. 

Have a look for any changes in your grow- 
ing area. Things such as trees being removed 
let in more light, which is great in winter, but 
may also expose your plants to cold that has- 
n’t happened before. Cold winds may also get 
to the plants. Large trees that have grown 
might block out that valuable winter sun. 

Lack of water seems to be a continuing 
concern although the long-term weather 
reports offer hope of good rain soon. If this 
happens it would be more of an opportunity to 
store water rather than an escape from the sit- 
uation. Move your watering time to morning 
now so plants get a chance to dry out before 


the cold of night and, hopefully, you will not 
get damage from the cold. They may also 
need less water so cut it back a day or so if 
appropriate. 

This is not a good time for repotting in 
cooler areas as root growth slows with the 
arrival of cooler weather. Any plants repotted 
now will not be able to spread their roots 
through the new media and will be at risk of 
root rots. Only repot emergency cases now: 
those plants that are obviously in trouble as 
summer growth was weak or lost. Don’t 
worry about severely potbound orchids. They 
should have finished growing for the year and 
will probably bloom well as a result of the 
cramped conditions. Deflasking is OK if you 
have flasks that look as if they will not make 
it to spring due to over-crowding or lack of 
media. At this time of year there is less 
chance of the plants dehydrating, but keep 
them in a protected place over winter. They 
will benefit from some heat as well once the 
cold nights set in. 

There is plenty to get on with at this time 
of year, so enjoy the warm days and your 
natives. | 


Cattleyas 


By the time you read these notes autumn 
will be with us. Hopefully the days will be 
warm with cool evenings for most of us. 

Most Cattleyas can still stay in the shade 
house until the beginning of May. This of 
course will depend on where you live. If your 
plants need dividing and have some live active 
roots, you can still divide your over grown 
plants. Many growers are now using the Coco 
Peat chunks to put their Cattleyas in. I have 
found so far, one fifth coarse perlite or super 
coarse seems to give the mix a better air space 
in the mix. One thing I have found is after six 
months I have been alternating MAJOR 
CARP® and GROWTH BLOOD and BONE 
with great results. I am now waiting to see 
how the bulbs mature. 

Seedlings can be potted on at any time. 
Many Cattleya growers are still mixing bark 
with the Coco Peat with good results. 

Watching your watering. If you think your 
plants need watering — don’t wait a day or two!

Check plants for scale insects under 
leaves. Spray with ANTI-SCALE® or ECO

Cymbidiums 

This year looks like being a great year for 
cymbidium growers. Spikes seem to be 
appearing everywhere! The ultra earlies are 
now out and are now in the local stores. 

Now is the time to be very careful with 
your plants. This is your last chance to 
remove those dead leaves and those trouble- 
some weeds. Remember — those new spikes 
are brittle! It is a good idea to place a stake 
beside the newly developing spikes. A few 
snail pellets is good insurance against a snail 
invasion. 

There is still time to check under leaves for 
two spotted mites. If they are present, you 
could spray with ECO OIL® or may be AZA- 
MAX® as this is now available in small pack 
sizes for the hobby grower. For the commer- 
cial grower there are plenty of sprays that 
could be used to control two-spotted miters 
e.g. PYRANICA®, OMITE® - watch the tem- 
perature, KELTHANE®, MASTA MITE® etc. 

If you are into integrated mite control, now 
is the time to release your predatory mites. 
The common one is PHYTOSEIULUS PER- 
SIMILIS. Once released they should keep 
your mite population down to an acceptable 
level. 

If you are prone to black spot fungus, spray 
with MANCOZEB or BRAVO®. 

With the wet autumn, some growers have 
complained about bulb rot. If present drench 
plants with AGRIFOS® every twenty eight 
days. Don’t forget add a soft wetter with it to 
make it work better. 

If you have time to you can start to pot on 
your seedlings. a 


Paphiopedilum 
The days are drawing in, the weather is 
cooler and the buds are beginning to appear in 
quantity in the Paphiopedilum collection. 
Regular — but not too frequent — watering 
and fertilising should be continued as before. 
The idea is to prevent the plants from drying 


out whilst avoiding an almost sodden condi- 
tion. Fortunately the open nature of bark mix- 
tures allows a fair degree of latitude with 
watering, but the potting material is breaking 
down by now and it will hold moisture for 
longer than it did when fresh. All watering 
should, by now, be done as early in the day as 
practicable. Avoid, if possible, watering when 
the weather is wet — even in the glasshouse. 

Shading should be reduced for the winter — 
this is best done shortly after Anzac Day. 

As a general rule the white Paphiopedilums 
begin to flower around late April, followed by 
the greens, the reds, the autumn shades and 
finally the spotted varieties late in the season. 
Modern hybrids, with their very mixed ances- 
try, often depart radically from this rule. Many 
whites, incidentally, do not do well under cold 
conditions. 

If you grow Paphiopedilums for the show 
bench it is important to avoid crooked or 
asymmetrical flowers. This is best done by 
keeping the stems upright and in good light 
from the beginning. Keep an eye out for buds 
caught under leaves and take the appropriate 
action. Whilst the growing stems are too soft 
to stake within about 50cm of the bud, they 
can be staked when they are somewhat longer 
than this. Staking is seldom necessary if the 
emerging buds are kept in good, even light. It 
is a good idea to shift plants, as buds are 
found, to a bright, evenly lit spot where they 
can be well spaced and, preferably, faced to 
the north. This area should be well baited for 
snails and slugs, which seldom damage Paph. 
plants but have no such compunction con- 
cerning the buds and flowers. 

A good Paphiopedilum is more likely to 
catch the judge’s eye if the flower looks at him 
rather than at the floor. You can train the 
flower to look slightly upward by allowing it 
to open with the stem leaning foreward about 
fifteen degrees or so. The pot should be put in 
this position when the bud is about to open and 
kept there for about a week after the flower 
has fully opened. The bud and stem must 
always be vertical when viewed from the 
front, otherwise the lip will lean to one side. 

I do not advocate any kind of manipulation 
using cardboard, tissues, paper clips or the 
like. This invariably produces an unnatural 
looking flower which an experienced judge 
can spot at a glance. | 


Phalaenopsis 


Flowering spikes are now on the move. 
Now is the time to inspect these spikes for 
mealy bugs. Maybe you would like to try 
some CRYPTOLAEMUS MON- 
TROUZIERI. These are little critters that eat 
mealy bugs. Organic Crop Protectants have 
called these little critters “Linda”. O.C.P are 
marketing these predatory beetles for use in 
eliminating mealy bugs. 

So if you are having trouble trying to keep 
your mealy bug population under control — 
try “Linda”! 

Make sure your plants get plenty of venti- 
lation during autumn. Keep plants just moist 
with a good drenching weekly. Fertilise 
weekly with PETERS GENERAL PUR- 
POSE. You could add some 
SUPERTHRIVE® to the PETERS to give 
your plants a push! 

You could think about removing some of 
your shading once the days start to get cooler. 
But remember, some autumn days can get 
hot!!! 


Vandaceous 


Watering:— Don’t allow to dry out. If 
orchids are in teak baskets or in pots without 
potting mix, then water thoroughly every 
morning. In hot dry conditions, a later after- 
noon misting is also beneficial. If orchids are 
in potting mix then watering every second 
day will probably be sufficient with a misting 
on alternate days. 

Light:— Strap leaf vandas, ascocendas and 
other genera with wide leaves require 50% to 
70% shade. Semi-terete and other narrow 
leaf types require less. 

Fertiliser:— Continue as for Feb/March. 
Fertilise weekly, alternating over a four 
weekly cycle as follows — 

Wk. 1. Inorganic low nitrogen — Campbells 
A. Flowfeed HP8 or Aqua-K. 

Wk. 2. Wuzall Foliar or similar. 

Wk. 3. Inorganic low nitrogen — as for Wk. 1. 
Wk. 4. Organic — Fish Emulsion or Nitrosol. 
Pest Control:— Fungicide every six weeks 
(e.g. Daconil, Ridomil MZ WP or wettable 


Sulphur. 
Use Diazanon, Malathion or Pyrethrum to 
control scale and insects. a

nye has been some angst among orchid 
nurseries in the east regarding the WA 
Agriculture Department requirements for treat- 
ing orchids prior to sending them to Western 
Australia. The WA Orchid Spectacular 
Committee have a good working relationship 
with the WA Agriculture Department and an 
understanding has been reached in an attempt 
to smooth the way for persons who wish to 
transport orchids to and from Western 
Austtralia, particularly for the WA Orchid 
Spectacular & Conference 2008. 

Advice received from Graeme Lukeis, 
Policy Officer, Plant Biosecurity, WA 
Department of Agriculture and Food, indicates 
that there is very little impediment to bringing 
orchids to Western Australia for the WA 
Orchid Spectacular 2008 or at any other time. 

Orchids coming into WA need to be bare 
rooted, require a Certificate of Plant Health 
from the Agriculture Department in your state 
and be treated with two insecticide and a fungi- 
cide applied within 10 days prior to export. 

That’s it! Nothing more! 

There is no requirement to keep them in a 
separate enclosure after spraying and before 
packing as the chemicals have a residual effect 
on the plants. 


Orchids for WA 


If you are sending them by air cargo, they 
should arrive by 5.00am and be inspected and 
released by 9.00am. 

If you are bringing them with you as part of 
your luggage, they will be inspected on arrival 
and then turned over to you. 

In both cases, it is advisable to fax the WA 
Agriculture Department your Certificate of 
Plant Health, a list of the plants you are bring- 
ing/sending beforehand and the flight details. 
Please fax to Greg Coker, Quarantine WA on 
(08) 9334 1880. 

You need to have the full BOTANICAL 
name of all the orchids. This is because WA has 
a list of orchids that are prohibited as they are 
believed to be pests (?) and the inspectors need 
to compare your list with theirs. 

For those intending to visit WA for the 
Spectacular, Greg Coker has agreed to do 
inspections for orchids going TO the other 
states on the morning of Tuesday 30th 
September which is the day after the 
Spectacular.

A new

hee orchids appears to cause con- 
cers to amateur growers — liquid and 
slow release fertilisers have proved some- 
what ‘hit and miss’ because of problems 
with dosage rates and temperature 
changes. Many orchid growers have diffi- 
culty in getting them to flower consistently 
or at all.

yegistered in 1988 the crossing of 
. Cymbidium Winter Wonder and Cym. 
Lois Kelly created Cymbidium Kelly’s 
Winter. The cross originated from 
Adelaide Orchids and Sid Monkhouse. 
(Adelaide Orchids held the clone Cym. 
Winter Wonder ‘Icicle’ AM/AOC, a plant 
capable of carrying up to 30 large flowers 
a spike along with a number of clones of 
Cym. Lois Kelly including some fine green 
forms such as ‘Lime Soda’ and 
‘O’Shaughnessy’). While Cym. Kelly’s 
Winter proved itself to be a great show 
orchid through clones such as ‘Patricia’, 
‘Golden Sovereign’ and others, it’s suc- 
cess as a stud plant may well prove to be 
the cross’s greatest claim to fame. 

The better of clones seen from the Cym. 
Kelly’s Winter cross were vigorous grow- 
ers with strong flower spikes and good 
flower counts of large and shapely blooms, 
most were in shades of yellow with some 
yellow/greens, flower spacing on the stem 
was good and the flowers presented well. 
Of the two most commonly grown clones, 
‘Patricia’ was the rounder flower and 
brighter yellow, while ‘Golden Soverign’ 
was even larger, a softer yellow and a little 
rectangular in shape. Both were successful 
on the showbench and have proven to be 
successful and willing breeders. 
Compared to most yellow large flower 
type hybrids around when the Cym. 
Kelly’s Winters came to prominence, the 
Kelly’s Winters provided bigger flowers, 
strong clear yellow tones, good flower 
counts and in most cases tall strong flower 
spikes. Both clones have good substance 
and in the case of ‘Patricia’ the flowers are 
circular, quite flat and have a neat and tai- 
lored look about them, they seem to pass 
on these attributes in good percentage 
across their hybrids. The plants them- 
selves though quite large growing are vig- 
orous and productive. Both of the promi-

nent clones, ‘Patricia’ and ‘Golden Sovereign’ have “faults” in 
that ‘Patricia’ has a habit of producing labellum faults which can 
be worse in some mericlones than in others and the trait can be 
passed on to a percentage of its progeny, while ‘Golden 
Sovereign’ has rather rectangular shaped flowers. (Though this is 
more of a failing in terms of judging guidelines than a true fault.) 
Neither of these “faults” have prevented these two clones from

producing some outstanding hybrids as we shall see. 

To date, some nineteen hybrids with Cym. Kelly’s Winter as a 
parent have been registered and most have produced a number of 
outstanding clones, with many winning shows and awards. The 
first Cym. Kelly’s Winter hybrid registered was Cym. Julie 
Hawkes (Red Beauty x Kelly’s Winter) registered in 1995 by Vic 
Haskard who made the cross. I remember seeing a number of 
clones displayed at the Cymbidium Orchid Club of South 
Australia’s Westlakes show that year. All carried large shapely 
flowers and the colour range ran from green to yellow, pinks and 
peach tones. The cross caused a good deal of interest at the time 
and several clones were mericloned and released for sale. The 
input from Cym. Red Beauty and Cym. Ngaire which is one par- 
ent of Cym. Lois Kelly no doubt influenced the range of colours 
which came through in the cross. A family tree of Cym. Kelly’s 
Winter parentage is included with this article covering its parents 
and grand parents. 

I believe the original Cym. Julie Hawkes cross was made with 
a diploid (2n) form of Cym. Red Beauty, making the resultant off-

spring triploids (3n) as Cym. Kelly’s Winter is a tetraploid (4n). 
While this means that clones from the original cross would prob- 
ably be sterile, or at best reluctant breeders, many were very 
attractive and proved very popular. A remake of the cross using 
4n parents, (Red Beauty ‘Rembrandt’ x Kelly’s Winter ‘Golden 
Sovereign’) proved to be very successful for it’s hybridisers, 
Kimberley Orchids, with a number of their clones winning shows 
and awards in recent years. Again the colour range ran from yel- 
lows though greens, pinks, apricots and even at least one clean 
white. Dean Roesler also remade the cross using different clones 
again in his version. I believe Dean used Cym. Red Beauty 
‘Prinses Frederika’ 4N and Cym. Kelly’s Winter ‘Patricia’ 4N. 
Compared to the Kimberley cross, colours were more intense 
rather than pastel and redish browns, copper/oranges, and bronze 
tones predominated in the clones I saw in Dean’s shadehouse. 
Labellum markings tended to be heavier too in Dean’s version. 
Overall the three Cym. Julie Hawkes incarnations produced many 
desirable clones, whether growers preferred the tones or differing 
flower shapes of one over the others, or just found flowers they

liked from among the different combinations of parents, it has 
been an outstanding cross. 

Perhaps the most significant Cym. Kelly’s Winter cross to date, 
at least in terms of showbench and award success and the sheer 
number of quality clones produced has been it’s combination with 
Cym. Allumination, making Cym. Kimberley Winter. The cross 
was registered in 2002 by Kimberley Orchids, though the cross 
was made by both Kimberley and Dean Roesler, again, as with 
the Cym. Julie Hawkes remake, using different clones of Cym. 
Kelly’s Winter. While both versions began flowering at about the 
same time, Kimberley lodged a registration, with both hybridis- 
ers apparently unaware that they had each made the same cross- 
ing. Clones from both versions have won awards and shows for 
their owners with Kimberley Orchids having a number awarded 
as well as gaining an AQ award for a group of plants from their

crossing. Other growers have also had plants awarded from the 
Kimberley version. The Kimberley Orchids version combined 
Cym. Kelly’s Winter ‘Golden Sovereign’ with Cym. Allumination 
‘Trus’, while Dean Roeslers’ version combined Cym. Kelly’s 
Winter ‘Patricia’ with Cym. Allumination “Trus’. Deans’ version 
produced a SAGE and AM award winner for Terry Poulton a few 
years ago and an award winner for Phil Grech. Looking at the 
photographs of Cym. Kimberly Winters included here will show 
different traits predominant in both versions. The Roesler version 
has tended to produce more yellowish greens and some yellows, 
while the Kimberley version has delivered yellows and apple to 
darker greens. Labellum shapes also vary due to the influence of

the labellums in both Cym. Kelly’s Winters used, though I doubt 
any grower would quibble about which of a dozen or so clones 
seen over the last few years they would take home given the 
chance. 

Also in the predominantly green shades Cym. Kelly’s Winter 
produced large shapely flowers in cross with Cym. Valley Zenith, 
registered as Cym. Kimberley Lagoon, while in combination with 
Cym. Royale Fare ‘Krista’ large and very large yellows resulted. 
Two Cym. Kelly’s Winter crosses by Ezi-Gro Orchids, Cym. 
Darch Lime, with Cym. Beau Guest as the other parent and Cym. 
Darch Winter, with Cym. Tony McCartney, have produced strong 
greens, yellows and soft lemon shades.

A seedling of Cym. (Kelly’s Winter x Cym. Alexander Beauty), 
shown by David Wain in 2006 carried a massive spike and high 
flower count on a relatively young plant. Flower colour was a 
clear bright yellow, though it did fade somewhat after a few 
weeks, the flowers had broad segments and were well shaped, it 
will be interesting to see if David or others flower more seedlings 
from this cross. Another cross which produces strong yellows 
through to golds and intense yellow/orange tones is the Dean 
Roesler cross, Cym. Winter Harvest, (Baltic Harvest x Kelly’s 
Winter). 

The 2007 season saw a very attractive orange coloured 
seedling flowered by Colin Gilespie, the cross was Cym. (Kelly’s 
Winter x Yowie Pepper) made by Bryants Orchids and now reg- 
istered as Cym. Kalahari Pepper. As a small plant it carried an 
impressive spike with good flower count and good sized blooms 
of full form. 

Cym. Kimberley Flame (Kelly’s Winter x Khan Flame) should

produce a range of colours given its parentage. The first I’ve seen 
produced very large flowers coloured in old gold with a splatter- 
ing of red blotches on the petals. It has the cultivar name ‘Flying 
Embers’. 

There are a number of other Cym. Kelly’s Winter crosses I 
hayen’t been fortunate enough to see examples of as yet and I’m 
sure we will see still more over the next few seasons, along with 
flowerings from the next generation on based on some of the 
hybrids included here. As mentioned earlier, so far nineteen 
hybrids with Cym. Kelly’s Winter as a parent have been registered 
with the RHS since the first registration of Cym. Julie Hawkes, in 
1995. The majority of Cym. Kelly’s Winter crosses have pro- 
duced vigorous plants with strong spikes, often with quite high 
flower counts and large flower size. While it’s true that most of 
the registered crossings have been made with complementary 
parents for those traits, Cym. Kelly’s Winter itself has the genetic 
background necessary to ensure such outcomes in good percent-

age. While nineteen registered hybrids might not seem a lot, the 
high percentage of good to outstanding hybrids and clones pro- 
duced would suggest that Cym. Kelly’s Winter has already earned 
a place as a significant parent in current cymbidium breeding. @

t is often said that growing seedlings is 

a numbers game, meaning that “good” 
seedlings are few and far between and you 
have to grow and flower a lot to strike it 
lucky and get a top show or award plant. 
While it is true that getting a top quality 
result from every seedling grown and 
flowered is not a realistic expectation, you 
will get many unique, beautiful and attrac- 
tive flowers, perhaps a few outstanding 
ones and yes, a fair percentage of disap- 
pointments. The same applies to the breed- 
ing of anything, from plants, to racehorses 
and even humans. No one can predict with 
any certainty how the combination of 
genetic factors will combine and what the

results will be. It is possible to increase our 
chances of getting good results from 
seedlings and we will talk about how we 
might achieve that shortly, but before we 
do it’s worth remembering one thing. 
Another truism, like the one about grow- 
ing seedlings being a numbers game is the 
one that goes, “Every champion orchid, or 
desirable mericlone was a seedling once”. 

Not everyone who grows cymbidiums is 
looking to flower the next FCC award 
plant, or a top show plant, many just want 
attractive, interesting or perhaps unusual 
flowers. Whether we are chasing show or 
award success, or just want pretty flowers 
to enjoy, we still don’t want to waste our 
time and money on plants which will ulti- 
mately disappoint us. So how do we 
improve our odds of getting good results 
from seedlings? 

Firstly a little research and knowledge 
will improve your chances, but that does- 
n’t mean you have to become a dedicated 
student of orchid genetics and constantly 
study parentage and orchid registrations, 
but it will help if you know what you want 
to grow and observe plants and flowers

you see at shows etcetera. If you are start- 
ing from scratch and don’t know much 
about cymbidiums yet, look for respected 
nurseries and breeders and tell them what 
sort of flowers, plants, colours and results 
you are looking for. A responsible nursery 
will recommend crossings that have a rea- 
sonable expectation of delivering what 
you want. Just remember that there are no 
100% guarantees, after all you could spend 
a lot of money on a dog, cat, or horse from 
the finest pedigree parents and not get a 
show or race winner. 

Consider the parents used in a particular 
cross you are looking at, if you don’t know 
the parents used, ask about them. If you 
want compact growing plants with minia- 
ture flowers for example, you will proba- 
bly be disappointed if you buy a cross 
where one or both parents have very large 
plant growth and or large flowers. 
Basketball stars probably won’t produce 
any potential jockeys! 

Look at which plants are producing the 
sort of results you are looking for and 
which breeders or nurseries are working in 
or stocking the sort of cymbidiums you 
like. You will soon learn which parents 
produce the sort of plants and flowers you 
are interested in. The article in our last 
issue on peloric breeding, or the one in this 
issue featuring Cym. Kelly’s Winter are 
good examples of either breeders who are 
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developing particular types of flowers, or 
parent plants which are consistently deliv- 
ering desirable results. 

It is worthwhile paying attention to 
which clone of a particular cymbidium is 
used in a crossing. There might have been 
hundreds of seedlings of Cym. Kelly’s 
Winter grown and flowered, but only a few 
of them have turned out to be of show, 
award, or stud quality. It is worthwhile 
knowing that the clone used in a crossing 
we are looking at is one of the good ones. 
(For newer growers who might not know, 
Kelly’s Winter is the registered name of 
the orchid, ‘Patricia’, for example, is the 
part of the name which identifies the par- 
ticular clone.) A crossing simply listed as 
Cym. Kelly’s Winter x Allumination, 
might be made with two good clones of the 
parents, but it might also be made with 
inferior clones which won’t necessarily 
produce results as good as those from bet- 
ter clones of the same parents. 

Try to be realistic and at least a little 
rational when selecting seedlings. It’s easy 
to get carried away by glowing descrip- 
tions in nursery catalogues, or by pretty 
pictures of the flowers used in a crossing. 
If you can remember to, pay attention to 
factors such as floriferousness of parents 
and spike habit. There’s not much point in 
having two parent plants which produce 
beautiful flowers if there’s only ever going

to be a few of them on a stem, because both 
parents have low flower counts, or if the 
flowers are lost in the foliage because both 
parents have short stems and long leaves. 

Don’t be afraid to ask for advice, most 
cymbidium growers and breeders will hap- 
pily answer your questions if they can and 
if they have the time. Successful growers 
and knowledgeable people in clubs and at 
shows will usually be happy to recom- 
mend crossings or parent plants which 
may suit what you are looking for. 

Growing seedlings is a numbers game 
and many of the plants you grow and 
flower won’t live up to your expectations 
for them, but many will surprise you by 
delivering results you will love, even if 
those results aren’t what you were expect- 
ing. In each batch of seedlings, someone 
has to get the good ones if there are any 
and there’s as much chance of it being you 
as there is of it being me. 

At the end of the day there is a fair 
amount of luck in growing seedlings, you 
might buy ten or twenty seedlings of the 
same cross and not get a good one, while 
somebody else might buy just one from the 
cross and get a champion, but it does seem 
to improve your chances if you can follow 
a few guidelines rather than just selecting 
seedlings on impulse. 

How many seedlings of a cross you buy 
might increase your chances of getting 
some good ones, but many growers who

seem to regularly grow and flower cham- 
pions from seedlings, don’t actually have a 
large number of seedlings in their collec- 
tion, but you will find they put a bit of 
thought into what they are buying and 
growing. Of course growing their plants as 
well as they can helps too, even a good 
cymbidium grown poorly won’t flower to 
its potential. One other point to remember 
with seedlings is not to be too quick to 
judge a plant. A flowering on an immature 
plant will not be a good indication of its 
true potential. Of course if it’s a total dog, 
or the colour is horrible, those problems 
won’t improve on subsequent flowerings, 
but if the flowers look at bit small, or there 
aren’t very many of them on the spike, but 
the plant is flowering of a couple of bulbs, 
give it another chance. Often a flowering 
on a bigger, stronger plant will show it at 
its best. 

Growing seedlings can be very reward- 
ing they can add another level of interest 
and satisfaction to our wonderful hobby. 
Whether you grow hundreds of them, or a 
couple of dozen consider giving seedlings 
a try. With a bit of thought in terms of 
selection and a degree of luck you 
may well end up with some attractive and 
perhaps show or award winning cymbidi- 
ums and of course they will be totally 
unique.

CYMBIDIUMS AUSTRALIA 


Staking, tying and other 
judging issues 


by Rob Smith 


LT arecent issue of the AOR Gordon Giles 
made some interesting observations 
about the tying staking and judging of cym- 
bidiums. Like Gordon, I remember when 
the rule restricting tying cymbidium spikes 
only to the bottom flower was introduced 
and the grumblings and outcries that 
accompanied it. It was not surprising that 
the rule did not last long. As the rules 
Gordon was talking about were and are 
A.OCC. rules, his suggestion that the cym- 
bidium clubs change the current rule allow- 
ing the tying of spikes to the top flower and 
go back to the old ties only to the bottom 
flower had seems misdirected. The 
Australian Cymbidium Society and state 
cymbidium clubs have no control over or 
input into anything the A.O.C. does. Three 
of the four state based cymbidium clubs and 
the A.C.S. have no connection with the 
A.O.C. in terms of judging and have devel- 
oped their own judging guidelines and 
judging panels. Only Gordon’s home state

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club, the C.C.A. (NSW) relies on A.O.C. 
judges and rules as they have yet to fully 
develop their own judging rules and estab- 
lish their own judging panel. 

The A.C.S. and the majority of state cym- 
bidium clubs take a different approach to 
many areas of cymbidium judging than those 
adopted by the A.O.C. which is not to say 
that one system is right and one wrong, every 
major orchid society adopts a different 
approach and develops different rules. Of 
course as a member of a cymbidium club I 
feel that our judging guide lines and values 
are well tailored to the job of recognising and 


_ assessing cymbidiums in all their variety. 


The A.C.S. rules in relation to the tying 
of spikes, as applying at national cymbid- 
ium shows are as follows, “the excessive 
support of racemes or excessive manipula- 
tion of flowers will be penalised.” and “the 
stem should be sufficiently strong to sup- 
port the inflorescence/s with minimal 
tying.’ While Gordon commented that

A.O.C. judges would not untie the inflores- 
cence on a “good” cymbidium if they 
expected that it would not be able to support 
the weight of the flowers and that the reason 
was that they would not want to appear silly 
by not giving the “best” plant an award, 
A.C.S. judges may not untie it either, but 
would be expected to (and generally do) 
take the concern about the strength of the 
inflorescence into account and penalise the 
plant in question if necessary. If questions 
were asked, the judges would explain their 
reasons for penalising the plant. 

The philosophy adopted by most cym- 
bidium clubs is to consider more than just 
flower shape and size in regard to standard 
or large flower type cymbidiums and con- 
sequently Gordon’s theoretical “good” 
cymbidium may not be considered as good 
by cymbidium club judges as by A.O.C. 
judges. The apparent obsession with flower 
form above all else as the prime factor in 
defining a “good” cymbidium encourages 
the over manipulation, flower packing, 
spike pruning and excessive tying which 
Gordon refers to. 

Over the years too many cymbidiums 
rewarded at shows and given awards of 
quality have not been “good” cymbidiums 
in terms of growing well, being floriferous, 
having strong spikes and stems etcetera. 
Flower form is important only because peo- 
ple have made an arbitrary decision to make 
it so, but people (as in orchid societies) can 
also decide to recognise other factors as 
well as flower form, which is exactly what 
Australian cymbidium clubs are trying to 
do.

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| ee year the Orchid Society Council 
of Victoria (OSCOV), through their 
judging panel, select their Victorian 
Orchids of the Year. For the second year in 
a row a Cymbidium has been voted the

OSCOV Orchid of the Year 2007. The 
winning plant was awarded by, and gained 
entry through the Cymbidium Orchid 
Society of Victoria, (COSV) as did the 
2006 OSCOV winner. 


The February OSCOV judges meeting 
is when we all converge on the Elderly 
Citizens meeting rooms at Berwick to pick 
the orchids of the year. The selection is 
made from all the plants that were looked 
at for awards and entered during 2007. 
Fourteen categories covering all the popu- 
lar genera are sponsored by various mem- 
ber clubs of OSCOV. The OSCOV 
Cymbidium of the Year Trophy is spon- 
sored by the COSV. 

The COSV has a reciprocal agreement 
with OSCOV in regard to the granting of 
awards in that all cymbidiums looked at by 
either judging panel, where both panels 
agree on the same award, the plant con- 
cerned will automatically receive both 
COSV and OSCOV awards, but only if the 
owners are members of the Cymbidium 
club which is an OSCOV member club. A 
number of judges serve on both the COSV 
and the OSCOV panels. 

The OSCOV plants of the year are 
judged by a photographic display, so the 
plant rises or falls on the photos presented 
to the panel through our awards secretary. 
The awarded plants and plants entered by 
OSCOV members are put into their dif- 
ferent categories and there are always a 
large number of pictures to look at. This 
year was the first year that the presenta- 
tion of the photos were done on a digital 
projector, with only one awarded plant 
owner giving slides of their plant for the 
year. From 2008 and on only digital pho- 
tography is acceptable for OSCOV and 
COSV awards. No more loading slides in 
projector cartridges; I must admit it was a 
much easier and streamlined system look- 
ing at this years photos. To get to the 
Orchid of the Year we looked at 94 pho- 
tos across the different genera. 

Cym. Kimberley Splash (Cym. Valley 
Splash x Khan Flame) owned by Terry 
Poulton took out 4 of the major prizes 
(certainly qualifying as a clean sweep):- 
OSCOV Cymbidium of the Year, 
OSCOV Seedling of the Year, OSCOV 
Award of Distinction of the Year and the 
overall OSCOV Victorian Orchid of the 
Year. 

Last year (2006) Cym. Olive Street 
owned by Vinny Dinh was the OSCOV 
Orchid of the Year and the OSCOV 
Cymbidium of the Year as well as win- 
ning the OSCOV Cultural Certificate of 
the year. Cymbidium club members are 
very keen to get their hands on one of the
